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A KNOTTY PROBLEM 

' Elsewhere in the news columns of this issue will be founc 
some statements made by Professor Lcacock on the vexed question 
of co-education. The article originally appeared in Collier's Maga- 
zine under the caption, "We Arc Teaching Our Women All Wrong." 
A week or so ago an ambitious damsel from the University of 
Michigan took upon herself the onerous task of heaping coals of 
fire upon the educational views of the head of the Department of 
Political Economy at McGiil. 

It is worse than futile for the ardent feminist to dismiss the 
whole question of our modern co-cducational system with a sneer 
at the so-called conservative male. A discerning reader will pierce 
through, Dr. Leacock's veil of humour to the sound basis of irrefut- 
able common sense and straight fact that lies beneath. We very 
likely are teaching our women all wrong. Who can dispute, to take 
one instance, the very well-known fact of the sufferings of the first 
year women students who endeavour to tackle the compulsory ele- 
mentary physics course in first year Arts? Our clipping supplies 
pleaty of other instances. This is the case for the women. They 
are usually painstaking and conscientious as far as the mere "ritual" 
of academic studies arc concerned. When they are unhappy they 
appear to have every right to blame the present system rather than 
themselves. Now what of the men's side of the question? 

Sombody once said very justly, "Co-education is all right enough 
in its way for women, at least it doesn't handicap them ; but if any- 
one suffers it is the man." Imagine the position of the man student 
in a lecture room with women. The cautious professor faced by a 
solid phalanx five or six rows deep of women students frequently 
emasculates his subject for reasons of delicacy. This is most cer- 
tainly not as it should be. The student is not deriving the full 
benefit that he might in this cursory fashion. 

, • We are inclined to take the whole system too much for granted. 
Of course co-education has come to McGiil to stay, but that is no 
reason why it should not undergo some modifications. Woman may 
be man's superior in certain walks of life, as she is his inferior in 
others. She is not, and can never be his equal. Why should she be 
elled to swallow a man-made education to her own constant 
iment? 

Let us carefully, very carefully, consider the words of Professor 
Leacock. He never spoke more seriously.

hundred, and yet he was permitted to 
have his say as long as the crowd could 
reasonably be expected to tolerate i:. 

'It all comes back to the college 
man's inherent love of good sportsman- 
ship. Ile is taught by his professors to 
onsider all sides of a subjcct.and he 
gets acustomcd in classes to hear argu- 
ments which he docs not' agree with. 
The professor may be a sage or an ass, 
but very often the accusations aimed 
against college professors 'are founded 
upon an erroneous impression. He is 
bound to state all sides of the question 
at issue, and it is very easy for a single 
ten-minute section to be taken out of a 
fifty-minute lecture and seem like the 
craziest of fallacies and the most 
dangerous kind of socialism, when it is 
only a statement of what one wing of 
human thought is upon .the subject in 
hand. It's just according to when the 
reporter drops in or wakes up. 

"When it is remembered that a pro 
fessor's professional standing depends 
largely on his ability to show every pos 
siblc angle of his subject, it can be read 
ily seen that the natural tendency is for 
him to present a thoroughly judicial 
discussion of the topic in hand, and it 
seems to me that if a sound theory of 
government or anything else cannot sur- 
vive a pummcling in a classroom dis- 
cussion oi the free and easy variety so 
common today, that there is something 
wrong with our mentalities. It has not 
been any lot to learn that difference of 
opinion as shown in the classroom has 
been taken seriously, no matter in what 
direction it shows. 

"I believe that the percentage of tech- 
nical offensive or partisan Bolshevism 
or Socialism to be found in our colleges 
is hardly large enough to be taken 
notice of. Possibly in many institu- 
tions there is hardly enough consider- 
ation of the principles involved. Of 
course, those students who view the 
political situation through the eyes of 
their own unfortunate experience can- 
not be listed and tagged, but I believe 
these are .few.

i patron) and the Society of 
Friends are administering relief on 
an international basis to other classes 
over precisely the same areas, the care 
of destitute groups in the universities 
has been left to the students of the 
world. It is not an attempt to sep- 
arate students from the rest of so- 
ciety (as suggested in the letter of 
Messrs Ambridge and Lawrence). It 
s merely being explicit and business- 
like in delegating a particular task to 
a particular group of people who 
should be most interested. 

It may not be generally known that 
$600,000 was raised by student organ- 
izations throughout the world for this 
cause last year. The contribution 
from South African universities repre- 
sented an average of $4 per head for 
the whole student body. One small 
university in Canada did as well. The 
students of' Holland as a whole did 
better, 11,000 pounds being raised from 
a student population of 9,000. A con 
tribution from McGiil reprcscnting/an 
average of 50 cents from every stu 
dent has been suggested as our ob 
jeetivc. Fifty cents means one meal 
in Montreal but when it has passed 
through the mad exchange of Central 
Europe, it will buy fifteen meals of 
the kind which is served to destitute 
students. Do we really believe that 
such a contribution will lessen in any 
appreciable degree what we actually 
intend to do for the unemployed of 
Montreal? On the contrary we do 
not believe that in actual fact (not in 
theory) ihe deserving unfortunates of 
Montreal will be one dollar poorer 
because of our effort on behalf of our 
fellow students in Central Europe. 

We can give assurance to the stu- 
dent body of McGiil that the Stu- 
dents' ' Council did not venture upon 
this enterprise without very serious 
consideration. All the arguments ad- 
vanced in today's letter, and more, 
were thoughlfujly and fully weighed. 
Rut we could not see that the possi- 
bility of a few, who might in some 
remote way parry responsibility for 
the war sharing in this relief, should 
condemn to destruction the thousands 
who carry no such responsibility. Let 
us remember that no great philan- 
thropic undertaking has ever succeed- 
ed in excluding all the undesirable 
elements or even tlfc unworthy ones. 
While some would demand the de- 
marcation of territorial boundaries to 
this relief effort, other voices have 
been raised to draw the lines of race 
and religion. But the Student Relict 
Organization has steadfastly refused 
any other criterion than that of hn- 
ocrativc need and in this stand it lias 
been upheld by the universities of the 
world. 

Furthermore, let us not talk about 
poison gas, we who should of all 
classes have our faces set toward the 
future rather than toward the past. 
It has unpleasant memories for many 
of us and discussion of it is liable to 
produce nothing more than unpleas- 
antness now. The question for us to 
face frankly is whether the future 
good of the world will be, best serv- 
ed by a demonstration of good will 
in the limited measure of which wc 
are capable, or by a perpetuation of 
war hatreds and peace misunderstand- 
ings. That is the larger issue. The 
actual amount of money contributed 
bv McGiil may be small in any case. 
Of vastly greater importance is the 
spirit in which wc seize our opnor- 
tunitics to help where the need is un- 
questioned and undoubtedly desperate.

The article on co-education which was 
written for "Collier's" by Professor 
Stephen; Lcacock, has caused so much 
discussion that it is being reprinted fur 
the benefit of those who did not see the 
original. In the article Professor Lea- 
cock says: — 

"On the basis of my experience 1 say 
with assurance that co-education is a 
mistake and has nothing to recommend it 
but its relative cheapness. Let mc em- 
phasize this last point and be done with 
it. Co-education is, of course, a great 
economy. To teach ten men and ten wo- 
men in a single class of twenty costs on- 
ly half as much as to teach two classes. 
Where economy must rule, then, the 
thing has got to be. But where the dis- 
cussion turns -not on what is cheapest, 
but on what is best then the case is 
entirety different. 
'"The fundamental trouble is that men 
nul women arc different creatures, with 
different. minds and different aptitudes 
and different paths in life. There is no 
need to raise here the question di which 
is superior and which is inferior (though 
I think, the Lord help me, that I know 
the answer to that too.) 

"The point lies in the fact they arc 
different 

"But the mad passion for equality has 
masked this obvious fact. When women 
began to demand, quite rightly, a share 
in higher education, they took for grant 
ed that they wanted the same curriculum 
as the men. They never stopped to ask 
whether prehaps their aptitudes were 
not in various directions higher and bet- 
ter than those oi men, and whether it 
might not be better for their sex to cul- 
tivate the things which were best suited 
to their minds. Let me be more explicit. 
In all that goes with physical and math- 
ematical science, women, on the average, 
are far below the standard of men. 
There are, of course, exceptions. But 
they prove nothing. Tt is no use to quote 
to mc the case of some brilliant girl who 
stood first in physics at Cornell. That's 
nothing. There is an elephant in the zoo 
that can count up to ten, yet I refuse 
to reckon myself his inferior. 

"Tabulated results spread over years, 
and the actual experience at those who 
teach show that in the whole domain of 
mathematics and physics women arc out- 
classed. At McGiil the girls of our first 
year have wept over their failures in ele- 
mentary physics these twenty-five years. 
Tt is time that some or.c dried their tears 
and took away the subject. 

"But, in any case, examination tests 
are never the whole story. To those who 
know, a written examination is far from 
being a true criterion of capacity. Ft de- 
mands too much of mere memory, imita- 
tivctiess. and the assiduous willingness 
to absorb other people's ideas. Parrots 
and crows would do admirably in cx 
animations Indeed, the colleges are full 
of them. 

"But take, on the other baud, all that 
goes with the esthetic side of education 
with imaginative literature and the cult 
oi beauty; Here women arc or at least 
ought to be the superiors of men. 

"Women were in primitive times 
the first story-tellers. They still arc 
so at the cradle side. The original 



college woman was The Witch, with 
her incantations and her prophecies 
and the glow of her bright imagina- 
tion, and if brutal men of duller brains 
had not burned it out of lier, she 
would be incanting still. To my think- 
ing, we need more witches in the col- 
leges and less physics. 

"I have seen such young witches 
myself — if 1 may keep the word: I like 
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it — in colleges such as Wellcsley in 
Massachusetts and Bryn Mawr in 
Pennsylvania, where there isn't a man 
allowed within the three-mile limit. 
To my mind, they do infinitely better 
thus by themselves. They are freer, 
less restrained. They discuss things 
openly in their classes; they lift up 
their voices, and they speak, whereas 
a girl in such a place as McGiil, with 
men all about her, sits for four years 
as silent as a frog full of shot. 

"But there is a deeper trouble still. 
The careers of the men and women 
who go to college together arc neces- 
sarily different, and the preparation is 
all aimed at the men's career. The 
men are going to be lawyers', doctors, 
engineers, business men, and politi- 
cians. And the women arc not. 

"There is no use pretending about 
it. It may sound an awful thing to 
say, but the women are going to be 
married. That is, always has been, 
their career; and, what is more, they 
know it; and even at college, while 
they arc studying algebra and polit- 
ical economy, they have their eyes on 
it sideways all the time. 

"The plain iact is that-, after a girl 
has spent four years of her time and a 
great deal of her parents' money in 
equipping herself for a career that she is 
never going to have, the wretched créa 
turc goes and gets married, and iii'a lew 
years she has forgotten which is the 
hypotenuse of a right-angled triangle, 
and she doesn't care. She has much bet 
ter things to think of. 

"At this point some one will shriek: 
'But surely, even lor marriage, isn't it 
right -.hat a girl should have a college 
education?' 

"To which T hasten to answer: most 
assuredly I freely admit that a girl who 
knows algebra, or once knew it, is a far 
more charming companion and a nobler 
wife and mother than a girl '.who doesn't 
know X from Y. 

"But the point is this : Docs the high 
cr education that fits à man to be law- 
yer- also fit a person to be a wife and a 
mother? Or, in other words, is a law- 
yer a wife and mother? I say he is not 
"Granted that a girl is to spend four 
years in time and four thousand dollars 
in money in going to college, why train 
her for a career that she is never going 
to adopt? Why not give her an cduca 
lion that will have a meaning and a liar 
mony with the real life that she is to 
follow ? 

"For example, suppose that during her 
four years every girl lucky enough to 
get a higher education spent at least six 
months at it in the training and discipline 
of a hospital as a nurse. 

"There is more education and charac 
ter making in that than in a who! 
bucketful of algebra."

COLLEGE MORALITY 

Morality among students in colleges 
is higher than in any other group of 
corresponding numbers, according to 
the Rev. Dr. Warren F. Sheldon of the 
Board of Education of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, after an extensive 
investigation of moral conditions in 
more than a hundred private and Slate 
universities. He is one of the secretar- 
cs of the Methodist Educational Board 
in charge of the Wesley Foundation 
for providing religious activities o 
members of the denomination in the 
student bodies of the various cduca- 
thc present low moral standard ofcoll- 

"A great deal has been said about 
the present low moral standard of col- 
lege students today." said Dr. Sheldon 
yesterday, "but investigation' does not 
confirm the general impression. We 
have been impressed with the high 
moral standard of college students 
after investigation of this very thing. 
Two or three drunken students attract 
more attention and make more noise 
than 500 quiet diligent men about 
them. There is a small percentage of 
young men in every college who live 
riotous lives and often give the whole 
college a bad name. 

"The fact that a man behaves himscll 
at college is no news. But when one 
does not, it is no news, because it is the 
unusual thing. There is also a fringe ol 
young people living near every coll- 
ege who are usually regarded as col- 
lege students and their conduct often 
is the cause of false impressions 
about the student behavior. 

"F do not mean to imply tint col- 
lege dormitories are glowing exam- 
ples of rectitude, for single men living 
in barracks do not naturally grow 
into plaster saints. My contention is 
that the moral standard of any re- 
presentative group of college men ie 
higher than a corresponding group 
of young men from any other field of 
activity. There is a certain sense of in- 
dependence, free and easy manners 
and modes of dress, but the moral 
side of these young men will stand in- 
vestigating. The fact that the. colleges 
today arc in the limelight makes a 
great difference. But if wc were to 
turn the spotlight on other young 
men in other callings outside of col- 
cgc, we would then come- to appre- 
ciate the high moral standard of col- 
lege students.
